Airport Now Obsolete 


Thousands Of Dollars Being Spent 
On Alterations At Croydon 

Improvements and extensions cost- 
ing thousands of dollars are being 
made to Croydon Aerodrome to cope 
with the growth in air traffic. 

When Croydon was equipped as a 
main airport at a cost of $1,500,000 
in 1928, it was considered adequate 
for all London's air services for 
many years to come. 

Since then passenger and goods 
traffic has increased by over 300 per

In seven years the airport has be- 
come too small for its job, although 
nearly all the home airlines have 
been transferred to Heston and 
Essex airports.
